Anne Montgomery and Miss Mary 
Broussard were at hiB bedside when 
the chief justice passed 
away.

Even though our building activity o f the past eighteen m onths had 
nearly or quite supplied the present d em and — which it has not— it would 
pay us, and would be a distinct social service, if we should anticipate to 
some extent the future dem and. 
So m any parts of the country, and so many tow ns right here in 
Southern California, are so far behind in their building programs that 
those places that can supply the dem and will profit by their foresight and 
investment. 
Various authorities estim ate the dw elling shortage in the U nited 
States at from one to two million hom es. 
The O wn-Your-O wn-H om e 
cam paign, therefore, is fundam entally sound because it m eets a pressing 
need. 


America needs an im mediate revival o f norma! business. 
Building 
is a basic industry. 
The construction o f a house creates a diversified de­ 
mand for m aterials. 
It4||kd.s to stim ulate business, from ditch digging to 
banking. 
W herever a house is built there is a stim ulus for business, so 
the material benefits from hom e building activity are scattered over the 
entire country. 
A hom e-building cam paign quickens the labor market in the com ­ 
m unity where the hom e is built; and it provides a com m unity insurance 
against the social ills. 
The hard-headed, far-seeing business man will 
see, too, that here is a proposition, sane and business-like, sound in its 
econom ic phases, because there is a real dem and for that which it is 
proposed to create. 
Building is a natural stimulus for business and com ­ 
merce, and the stim ulating of building will be incidental in creating an 
era of unprecedented prosperity and industrial activity. 
In hom e-building a new phase of patriotism is expressed. 
For this 
reason m ayors of cities should co-operate with cham bers of com m erce, 
real estate boards, w om en’s clubs, together with the business firms in 
prom oting a m ovem ent which represents the most practical o f all recon­ 
struction efforts. 


It is im portant to keep in mind that the attitude toward an own- 
your-own-hom e m ovem ent must be, first o f all, that o f interest in civic, 
social and business betterment. 
The prospective hom e-ow ner’s interests 
equals in im portance that of all oilier elem ents com bined. 
O wn-your-own-hom e cam paigns have proved to be aids to present- 
day business enterprise and largely conducive to sustained progress in 
civic developm ent. 
At this time they have a new significance, since they 
present a practical m ethod for solving the housing question. 
It is as 
much a patriotic duty to build now as it was to render service and to 
m ake sacrifices in all possible vyays during the war. 
The process o f re­ 
adjustm ent dem ands the sam e sort of loyal effort, the sam e energetic ac­ 
tion that the ordeal of war preparation imposed. 
O wn-your-own-hom e cam paigns have been tested in a number o f 
cities and have been successful. 
First, they have aw akened Ideal pride 
and unified civic am bitions. 
They have aroused a pull-together spirit 
which has brought about m any com m unity benefits. 
A building m ove­ 
ment is the one public undertaking that m akes the double appeal to 
m unicipal pride and personal interest. 
It promises profit to every busi­ 
ness firm and happiness to all.

FRENCH GENERAL IN 
HIGH PRAISE OF MEN 
FROM 91ST DIVISION 


DUSSELDORF, Germany, May 19 
—General Gaucher, who commands 
the French and British forces of oc­ 
cupation in Dusseldorf, has a warm 
spot in his heart for the American 
army. 
It was under Gaucher that the fa­ 
mous American 42nd, or Rainbow, 
Division received its baptism of fire. 
Gaucher’s eyes light 
up 
when he 
speaks of the Rainbow lads, and par­ 
ticularly when he mentions that fine 
young soldier, “the MacArthur,” a 
general who was oftentimes ahead 
of his own first line infantry in an 
advance. 
Then he was in. command over 
Cameron of the 4th Division In the 
famous counter-attack 
of 
July 18, 
1918. 
He tells with relish of how 
he and Cameron shared the same 
“P. C.” during that operation and 
controlled the development of their 
share of it. 
Later the general was 
shifted to Belgium, and there had 
under him the 91st or Pine Tree 
Division of the Yanks, hailing from 
the Pacific Coast 
and 
mountain 
states in general, but from “Powder 
River” in particular. 
“Your men are brave.” says Gen­ 
eral Gaucher, “but sometimes too 
brave, and a bit imprudent. 
I re­ 
member once they went into a town 
without arranging for their water 
supply—coats off, fighting in their 
shirtsleeves—and took the place in 
short order. But like all Americans, 
they had been eating too much sug­ 
ar, either in their coffee or else­ 
where, and got thirsty. 
So they 
abandoned the town and fell back 
to get water and supplies. 
“That doesn’t m atter, General,’ 
they told me when I remonstrated. 
‘Now that we’ve had our water, we’ll 
go back and take it all over again!’ 
“ ‘Yes, but, my children,’ I told 
them, you may take it back again, 
but in that way you’ll have a big 
cemetery. 
And th at is worth think­ 
ing of!’ ”

expert of the

The percentage of damage was 
placed at approximately 50 per cent, 
but in many cases there will be re­ 
covery enough to overcome the dam­ 
age in part, Nougaret stated.
